They shook hands, backed away and closed. 
The boxer’s 
nrht shot to where the Brazilian’* jaw should have been. 
It was not 
there. 
The other’s open left hand came back to the boxer’s fare and 
wang him a fraction of an inch off his balance. 
The Brazilian dropped 
onto his hands with the agility of a eat. 
His right foot swept under the 
boxer and as he fell the left foot caught him full cm the neek aud jaw. 
About a month later the American athlete was discharged from the 
hospital. 
The lump on his jaw where the compound fracture healed was 
put there by “ca|»oeiagem,” the “manly art of self-defense," as the Bra­ 
zilian understands it. 
Capoeiragem originated with the negro alives in the Brazil of the old 
days, aud it is the only game played in this country thai is of truly na­ 
tional origin. 
Played or fought as the runaway slaves, cornered by 
their pursuers fought it, capoeiragem was bloody and often fatal to both 
opponents. 
When in deadly earnest, the “capoeira" held a knife or razor be­ 
tween his toes, a trick easily managed by those who ran barefoot all 
their lives and who practiced the game from infancy. 
Today the game has developed Into a science, is taught in the gym­ 
nasium. and is one of the school boy’s chief 
amusement 
during 
play 
hours. 
There arc no foul*. 
No part of the body is free from attack, and 
every part of the body is in full play. 
As a means of self-defense, is sup­ 
porters claim It is more efficient thanboxing.
